Fire Sweeps Two 
Orchard Buildings 


Leon D Metzger, secretary of rev­ 
enue, who recently addressed the 
Gettysburg motor club, today said 
pedestrians unnecessarily 
increase 
the accident odds against them by 
their failure to exercise reasonable 
good Judgment and caution., 
"As long as motorists and pedes­ 
trians have occasion to use the same 
thoroughfares there will be acci­ 
dents involving the two, and It is 
equally certain th at as long as pe­ 
destrians fail to follow even the 
simplest rules for their own safety 
these accidents will be especially 
' numerous,” Secretary Metzger said. 
"Take, for instance, the simple 
m atter of crossing at street inter- 
sections 
protected 
with 
signals. 
I Accident records show th at by the 
j too-frequent practice of disregard- 
I ing such signals the pedestrian au- 
J toniattcally increases four times the 
I odds against him. 
At Grossincs 
"Last year 183 pedestrians were 
injured, three fatally, while crossing 
with the signal at such intersec­ 
tions. On the other hand, 656 were 
] injured—and the fatalities leaped 
to 27—while crossing against the 
signal. 
In two m onths this year 
twenty-eight persons were injured. 
I two fatally crossing with the signal 
while 137 were injured, six fatally, 
while crossing against the signal. 


I 
"In other words, pedestrians who I 
j flaunted the signals simply piled j 
! up the odds against them and, in j 
; effect, deliberately assumed respon- 1 
jsibility for the increased danger 
they incurred. 
"The same situation exists in the 
rural districts where accident statis- 
| tics emphasize the danger of walk­ 
ing along a highway with, rather 
than against, the traffic. 
Recent 
statistics show tliat the pedestrian 
who turns his back to automobiles 
instantly doubles the accident odds 
against him. 
Last year 430 pedes­ 
trians were injured and eighty-five 
were killed while walking on rural 
roads with their backs to 
These totals are twice as large as

An inquest into the death of J.

PLANTING THINGS 


Mail Robber 
Gets 30 Years 


SPHERE is nothing quite so miraculous to me as something coming 
right out of the ground in the shape of a plant or tree. To think 
that a tiny seed of some sort can be planted in any rich soil and come 
up and perform its life, iii one place as well as in another, is truly won­ 
derful. 
The thrills of childhood remain when we used to plant the vegetable 
garden in the Springtime —and how each day we watched to see the first 
sign of sprouting into the light. 
Nature does such a fine job in distributing its tree and flower beauty 
about the earth, bpt if we want especial beauty about us we must plant 
it ourselves. We cannot expect our neighbors to plan our garden for us. 
la the same manner we must plant happiness in our own yard, and 
we must get the best seeds and nourish the soil before planting. Then 
happiness needs a great deal of attention as well. 
We can’t just wish to 
b*1 happy. 
We must put a large amount of labor into getting it—and 
then, if we wish to keep it, we must give it away!

now you would never know that they hadn't been there forever! 
We may all be pioneers by planting things—a tree, a plant, a kind­ 
ness. and—a whole garden of love.

Of Iceland as Volcano Erupts

Reykjavik, Iceland, April 5 (A P) 


-—Eruptions 
of 
the famous Skei- 
dararjoekull Cirka volcano grew in 
intensity Tuesday 
and hurled 
a 
rain of ashes over eastern Iceland. 
The rumblings, which began F ri­ 
day night, became loud and could 
be heard distinctly up to 155 miles 
away. 
Its ash column mounted to 
the highest stage Tuesday morn­ 
ing. 
The center of the explosions was 
located Tuesday beneath the Medi- 
ojvatuajockul 
glacier, which 
is 
north of the Skeidara 
river. The 
nearest village is thirty-one miles 
south of the glacier’s edge. 


Lowlands near the Skeidara were 
blocked by huge icebergs broken off 
from the glacier. 
Some of them 
were carried out to sea and were 
observed drifting as far as twelve 
miles offshore. 
A postman who risked his life 
during a trip along the southern 
part of the glacier, twenty-five or 
thirty miles from the volcano, re­ 
ported that ice beneath his feet 


glowed with reflections. 
Lightning-like flashes from 
the 
crater"tlirew^an "eerie light over the 
countryside as the thunder-like ex­ 
plosions reverberated. 
The ice-cap atop the mountain 
was broken by the eruptions. 
Tile 
glacier was melting in places and 
a flood was being sent down the 
Skeidara. 
No loss of human life was report­ 
ed in dispatches 
from 
Nupsstad. 
155 miles east of here, but recol­ 
lections of many previous eruptions 
in this highly volcanic region led 
to some apprehension 
The worst 
of the previous eruptions was 
in 
1783. when thousands of animals 
were killed and 9,500 persons died 
from a subsequent famine.
